
County facing ban 
on garden hosepipes 


RESIDENTS are facing 
a summer of water 
restrictions because 
rainfall conditions in 
Northamptonshire 
have reached their 
worst level in 90 
years. 

The region is in its first 
drought since 1996, and the 
Environment Agency has 
warned that without criti¬ 
cal amounts of water in the 
next few months the town 
faces a difficult summer. 

The agency has urged 
residents to consider care¬ 
fully their water usage in 
order to delay the strong 
possibility of a hosepipe 
ban. 

Iain Page, the planning 
manager for water resourc¬ 
es for Northamptonshire at 
the agency, said: “I know it 
seems strange to be talking 
about drought when there 
is still snow on the ground 
but that is a reflection of 
how serious this situation 
is. 

“We have had a perpetu¬ 
al lack of rainfall for many 
months. It is critical and 
the prospect for rain in the 
next few months is poor. 

“We are working closely 
with water companies, 
farmers, growers and en¬ 
vironment charities to 
work through this difficult 


period. Water is a precious 
resource and we all need to 
think about our usage to 
delay restrictions. 

“We don’t want to alarm 
people, but this is a serious 
situation.” 

In November and De¬ 
cember water levels in the 
River Nene were at the low¬ 
est for 40 years and in the 
16 months leading up to 
January this year, its water 
flow was 20 per cent lower 
than the long term average, 
threatening the supply of 
water to the region. 

The levels dropped so 
low that at the end of last 
year Anglian Water was 
forced to apply for a special 
permit to continue taking 
water for the river. 

But the permit runs out 
next month, and the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency is unlike¬ 
ly to grant another because 
of the implications on the 
river, should the weather 
continue, leaving the com¬ 
pany short of supply. 

The Environment Agen¬ 
cy has the power to restrict 
water usage by farmers 
and growers in the region 
throughout the summer, 
but insisted it was an “ab¬ 
solute last resort”. 

Environment Secretary 
Caroline Spelman has 
called a drought summit 
next week. 



Concern 
at road 
fatalities 

I A 46-YEAR-OLD man has become 
I the ninth person to be killed on 
Northamptonshire’s roads this 
I year after he was hit by a car on 
I the A45 near Daventry. 

The man, from Rugby, was killed 
I after he got out of his parked car 
on Tuesday at 6.15am and was 
I then allegedly struck by a vehicle 
travelling from the Northampton 
I direction. 

There have been almost 50 per 
I cent as many deaths on the coun- 
I ty’s roads since the start of 2012 
I as they were in the whole of 2011, 
I when 19 people lost their lives. 

Deputy Chief Constable Suzette 
I Davenport said investigations had 
I revealed there was no common 
I theme. She said: “Each of these 
I fatal collisions will be thoroughly 
I investigated by our collision in- 
I vestigation team and all possible 
I causation factors explored. 

“Our investigations to date have 
I not revealed any common themes 
between these tragic collisions. 

“Our thoughts are with the nine 
I families who have lost loved ones 
on the county’s roads over the 
I past six weeks. We will continue 
I to work with our partners to en- 
I sure the roads are as safe as they 
I can be and would urge all road 
I users to take care and think road 
I safety at all times.”

Brother helps 
to launch fight 
against gangs 


THE brother of a "bright and beau¬ 
tiful" teenager gunned down in a 
takeaway shop is helping to launch 
a new initiative against the growing 
menace of gang culture to prevent 
more deaths. 

Abiola Adesina, aged 33, from Abington, 
Northampton, is one of a number of people 
affected by gun crime who is supporting a 
new campaign launched by the Metropolitan 
Police to tackle gangs. 

His sister, Agnes Sina-Inakoju, was only 16 
when she was shot dead in a takeaway in Hox- 
ton, east London, in April 2010. 

The Metropolitan Police has announced a 
unit, set up to tackle gun crime in black com¬ 
munities, Operation Trident, is to lead an anti- 
teenage gang initiative to divert young people 
away from these groups and to encourage oth¬ 
ers to come forward with information. 

Mr Adesina, who recently moved from Lon¬ 
don to Northampton, said he supported the 
initiative in the hope it would prevent other 
tragedies. 

He said: “With what’s happening at the 
moment, it’s really quite scary because gang 
culture is getting out of hand. All it takes is 
for people in the community to do nothing for 


it to get worse. I thought something like this 
would never happen to me until it did happen. 
It’s effecting not just London and the big cit¬ 
ies but across the whole country. 

“If someone in a gang can talk to someone 
and if they can be convinced that what they’re 
doing is wrong and if they can give up being 
in gang, at least we protect him from himself 
and protect other families from him because 
you never know what is going to happen. 

“In movies the bad things always catch 
up with the bad guys. They live life fine for 
a few years. People in gangs should be asked 
whether they want this. Do they actually 
think about their friends, their family, their 
parents? Do they know what effect that will 
have on them? 

Agnes’s killers were only brought to justice 
when a member of the London Fields gang 
broke ranks and told police who was involved. 
Mr Adesina said: “These kids are being pres¬ 
sured to do things they’re not meant to do. 
Once this youth realised those people respon¬ 
sible for my sister’s death had been arrested, 
he knew he could tell the police whatever he 
needed to tell them.” 

“I believe others should come forward and 
say ‘this is what I know’. If we don’t encour¬ 
age them to do that, then they’ll keep quiet.”

Business leaders on the Brackmills industrial estate say they have 
"no desire" to see the town's former cattle market reopen 

Businesses 
opposed to 
new market 


BUSINESS leaders on 
Northampton's Brackmills 
industrial estate have put 
themselves in direct oppo¬ 
sition to farmers who have 
been campaigning to reo¬ 
pen the area's cattle mar¬ 
ket, by saying they have no 
desire to see it return. 

The cattle market in Liliput 
Road on the edge of the industri¬ 
al estate closed in 2002 following 
the national foot-and-mouth out¬ 
break. 

After its closure, a campaign to 
reopen it was launched by farmers 
who said the town still needed a 
livestock market. 

But now, officials from the West 
Northamptonshire Development 
Corporation (WNDC) have said 
plans to build two large warehous¬ 
es on the site should be backed. 
And they have been supported by 
members of the Brackmills Im¬ 


provement District (BID), a group 
made up of business leaders from 
the industrial estate. 

In a letter to the WNDC, the di¬ 
rector of BID, John Harley, said: 
“We’re very keen to see this land 
developed rather than lying empty 
with no use. 

“We have no desire to see it used 
as a cattle market as we do not be¬ 
lieve this is in the best interest of 
the industrial estate as a whole.” 

The business group said plans 
to build warehouses on the former 
cattle market site, which were sub¬ 
mitted to the WNDC in June last 
year by Rugby-based Roxhill De¬ 
velopments, would “help raise the 
image and prestige of the estate”. 

Their view has been opposed by 
the Northampton Farmers’ Con¬ 
sortium, which insists a market 
would still be viable on the site. 

It has been estimated the ware¬ 
house development would create 
about 560 jobs. 


Struggling firm to 
sell four homes 


A HEALTHCARE firm that went 
into administration with huge 
debts is being forced to dispose 
of four of its Northamptonshire 
care homes in a multi-million 
pound sell-off. 

Msaada Group was forced 
into administration in Decem¬ 
ber last year when it was re¬ 
vealed they owed the bank £4.85 
million. 

The administrators, KPMG, 
have now given instructions the 
sale of Abbotsford and Abing¬ 
ton Park View both in Welling¬ 
borough Road, Northampton 


and Ashbourne in Kettering, 
which is standing empty, with a 
combined asking price of £1.875 
million. 

Another, vacant home, The 
Limes in Weedon Road, Duston, 
is also understood to be for sale, 
although the asking price is not 
known and a number of Msaa- 
da’s residential properties will 
also be sold. 

Healthcare Management So¬ 
lutions has been appointed to 
operate the care homes in the 
interim period while a buyer is 
sought.

'Club must 
be allowed 
to expand 7 



COBBLERS chairman David 
Cardoza has said the club 
must be allowed to expand 
Sixfields to ensure its future 
after posting a profit of al¬ 
most £250,000 in their most 
recent accounts. 

The club this week released a fi¬ 
nancial statement for the year end¬ 
ing June 2011 which revealed an 
operating profit of £249,749, with 
overall turnover up to £3.24 mil¬ 
lion. 

The previous year the club re¬ 
corded a loss of £245,997 and turno¬ 
ver of £2.94 million. The club re¬ 
mains £7.4 million in debt. 

Mr Cardoza said last year’s prof¬ 
it was down to “hard work”, cost 
cutting within the club and was 
helped, in part, by the club’s thrill¬ 
ing run in the Carling Cup, which 
culminated in a famous win at An- 
field. 

The club’s coffers were also 


swelled by a refund of more than 
£117,000 from previous electricity 
bills. 

The chairman warned the club 
was unlikely to record another 
profit this year, however, with the 
Sixfields outfit counting the cost 
of sacking former manager Gary 
Johnson and investing in player 
wages, as the club languishes at the 
bottom of the football league. 

The accounts have also revealed 
Mr Cardoza’s family has now 
ploughed almost £8 million into the 
club. 

The chairman said: “It is relying 
on an awfully large imput of cash 
from us to keep the club going. 

“What is important for the foot¬ 
ball club is it needs to expand the 
stadium so it doesn’t need to rely 
on individuals and it can become a 
self-sufficient business. 

“Without the stadium expansion 
the club will very rarely be in a 
good position,” Mr Cardoza said.

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Roofers take 
blame for fire 
at Fat Cat bar

THE FIRE that de¬ 
stroyed the upper 
floors of the former 
Angel Hotel was 
started accidentally 
by roofers, the of¬ 
ficial investigation 
has concluded. 

More than 50 firefight¬ 
ers were called to Bridge 
Street in Northampton 
town centre on January 2 
when a blaze was report¬ 
ed above the Fat Cat Cafe 
and Balloon bars. 

Taking all that night 
and much of the next day 
to bring under control, 
the fire caused exten¬ 
sive damage to the upper 
floors that has left both 
premises closed and parts 
of the building held up by 
scaffolding. 

Yesterday the fire serv¬ 
ice confirmed it had fin¬ 
ished its investigation 
and that a naked flame 
from a gas torch used by 
roofers working above 
Fat Cats was the probable 
cause. Mark Ainge, area 
manager, at Northamp¬ 
tonshire Fire and Rescue 
Service said: “The fire in¬ 
vestigation was conduct¬ 
ed by specialist fire and 
rescue service personnel 
and the most likely cause 
of ignition was as a result 
of hot work being under¬ 
taken while roof repairs 
were being carried out; 
the fire is not believed to 
be suspicious.” 

The damage to the 
three-storey former hotel 
has led to traffic being re¬ 
stricted in Bridge Street, 
with cars now unable 
to travel north because 
scaffolding has blocked 
half the road outside the 
building. 

The Fat Cat Group has 


been unable to say how 
long the bar will remain 
closed but have suggested 
it could take as long as 18 
months. 

Although the exact 
cause was not known at 
the time, Northampton¬ 
shire Police were appar¬ 
ently told by the fire serv¬ 
ice the next day, January 
3, that the fire was not 
caused by arsonists. 

Chief Constable Adri¬ 
an Lee’s latest report to 
Northamptonshire Police 
Authority shows North¬ 
ampton Borough Council 
chiefs wanted police to re¬ 
main at the scene to help 
ensure security around 
the unsafe building, but 


the request was refused. 

But Mr Lee said: “As 
the circumstances un¬ 
folded, it was decided that 
upon balance, as this was 
not a crime scene and was 
instead an issue of safety, 
police officers would 
be removed from the 
scene. 

“Though requests 
were made for officers 
to remain, it still did not 
seem appropriate for this 
to publicly appear to be a 
crime scene.” 

Council bosses agreed 
to pay for professional 
security guards to be at 
the scene for two nights 
and later sent a letter of 
thanks to the force.

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Owner of deli 
damaged by fire 
puts up reward 



DETECTIVES investigat¬ 
ing two arson attacks on a 
Polish deli have released a 
CCTV image of a man they 
believe was behind both 
attacks. 

The Best Pol Delicatessen, in 
Barrack Road, Northampton, was 
completely gutted and the roof 
destroyed after an explosion and 
fire ripped through the shop in 
the early hours of January 16. 

The attack, which is likely to 
mean the shop has to close for 
more than six months, was the 
second fire at the Eastern Eu¬ 
ropean deli in the space of six 
weeks. 

Detectives investigating the 
arson strike, which police have 
said was not racially motivated, 
released an image of a man cap¬ 
tured by cameras inside the shop 
on the night of the first attack 
in December. They said they be¬ 
lieved the man may also have 
been behind the later attack, 
which investigators said may 
have involved a firebomb. 

A police spokesman said: “The 
CCTV image is of the offender 


within the store during the first 
arson attack during the early 
hours of December 4 last year. 
Northampton CID believe this of¬ 
fender may also be linked to a sec¬ 
ond attack on the shop, again dur¬ 
ing the early hours, on January 
16. In the picture, the offender is 
wearing a distinctive sweatshirt 
which has the word ‘Everlast’ 
written on the hood.” 

Meanwhile, the shop’s owner, 


Slawomir Mordon, said he was 
willing to put up £5,000 of his own 
money as a reward to anyone who 
helps police catch and convict the 
person behind the attacks. 

He added: “If I re-open and they 
still have not caught the person 
who did this, I will have to pay 
for 24/7 security. I can not let this 
happen again.”

Blow for club 
over new base 
for archery 


AN ARCHERY club hoping to 
make its home in the new Duston 
Sports and Leisure Centre said it 
had been let down by the parish 
council, months before its open¬ 
ing. 

The Duston Bowmen had for the last 
six years expected to have its own dedi¬ 
cated indoor shooting range within the 
new centre, which is only a few months 
away from being finished. 

But after meeting the council, the 
club said it was disappointed to learn it 
would instead be forced to use the multi¬ 
use sports hall. 

Duston Parish Council, which owns 
the facility but will hand the manage¬ 
ment to an external company, said it was 
aiming to accommodate as many sports 
as possible and plans are still in early 
stages. 

Kevin Mace, chairman of Duston 
Bowmen, which has been based in Long 
Buckby since the closure of the Brit¬ 
ish Timken Sports and Social Club in 
Duston, said the news has come as a big 
blow. 

He said: “We are very disappointed 
and let down at the decision. 

“We have been on the working party 
the whole time, which had been plan¬ 
ning for a first class archery facility at 
the centre. 

“To be told now that it won’t happen 


is a real shame for everybody who has 
worked hard. We feel the council has 
gone back on its word.” 

The club, which first started in 1954, 
said it was now looking for an alter¬ 
native facility because the planned 
sports hall would be too expensive to 
rent. 

Chairman of Duston Parish Council, 
councillor Alan Earle, stressed the coun¬ 
cil wanted to offer activities for as many 
people as possible. 

He added: “We are in negotiation with 
the archery club and they have been part 
of our working party, but again, this is at 
a really early stage. 

“We really do want to accommodate 
a wide range of clubs, even ones 
with fewer members, such as the Bow¬ 
men. 

“We have already made an offer of 
space but to make sure we give as many 
people as possible the chance to use the 
centre, we can’t give them everything 
they want. 

“No-one is going to be priced out of 
the complex, it’s important to us for it to 
be open to all. 

“We thought we had been in fair and 
open discussions but it’s disappointing 
that our offers and desire to work with 
them apparently do not meet their aspi¬ 
rations.” 

The sports club was partly funded by 
local developers.

Authority 'has 
no secret plan r 


THE leader of Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council has insisted the 
authority has 'no secret plan' to 
promote the construction of in¬ 
dustrial units and offices next to 
the Cobblers and Saints stadi¬ 
ums. 

A document was published on the 
West Northamptonshire Development 
Corporation’s (WNDC) website which 
showed seven sites in the Sixfields area 
highlighted as possible future locations 
for ‘light industrial, general industrial or 
research and development’ purposes. 

The sites included land next to the 
Sixfields stadium, which has been ear¬ 
marked for retail redevelopment for a 
number of years, and a car park used by 
the Saints where it is planned to build an 
Asda supermarket. 

The documents, which were commis¬ 
sioned by Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil, came as a shock to both the sports 
clubs and the leader of the council, 
Councillor David Mackintosh (Con, Rec¬ 
tory Farm). 

He said the documents were put to¬ 
gether last month during the early stages 
of plans to turn the Sixfields area into a 
Government-backed ‘enterprise zone’, 
where the development of high perform¬ 
ance engineering industries would be 


promoted. 

He said: “This document is just a first 
draft and things are changing quite fast 
at the moment. 

“Until recently, we thought retail devel¬ 
opment was precluded in the enterprise 
zone, but we now know it can be an active 
part of what we want to see there.” 

It is not known exactly what kind of 
development is currently planned for 
the land around the Sixfields stadium, 
but proposals in the past have included 
shops, a hotel and housing. 

As part of talks on the future of the 
area, Councillor Mackintosh held a meet¬ 
ing with Cobblers chairman, David Car¬ 
doza, at the Guildhall last week. 

Following the meeting, Councillor 
Mackintosh reiterated his point that the 
documents showing the land around the 
club’s stadium earmarked for possible 
industrial use did not mean the council 
would stand in the way of retail develop¬ 
ment. 

He said: “This is all part of the techni¬ 
cal side of the work we have to do for the 
creation of the enterprise zone. It doesn’t 
suggest this would be a preferred option 
of the council and it’s not us saying what 
we would like to see there. Nothing has 
changed because of this. It’s just part 
of the technical process we have to go 
through. There is no secret plan.”

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Low of -13 
recorded 
at station 


WEATHER watchers 
were sent scrambling 
for the record books at 
the weekend as temper¬ 
atures in Northampton¬ 
shire dropped to -13C, 
with the county hit by 
th bitter Arctic chill. 

Official meteorological re¬ 
cording equipment at Pitsford 
Hall weather station captured 
an overnight low of -13C on 
Saturday, meaning people 
were left to wrap up warm 
and contend with the second 
coldest February morning in 
95 years. 

Weather expert Mike 
Lewis said calm conditions, 
combined with snow on the 
ground, had seen tempera¬ 
tures plummet. He said: “It 
certainly took me by surprise 
when I woke up on Saturday. I 
was expecting a low of minus 
four or five but it was one of 
the coldest mornings we have 
ever recorded at Pitsford. 

“The county woke to the 
coldest February morning 
since 1986 and the second cold¬ 
est since 1917. A low of -13C 
was recorded at Pitsford with 
freezing fog and rime creating 
a classical winter landscape. 

“A low of -15.4C was record¬ 


ed in the February of 1986 and 
in the February of 1917 tem¬ 
peratures fell to -13.8C. S now 
still lies on the ground at Pits¬ 
ford, but this is expected to 
thaw over the next few days as 
milder air is introduced from 
the north.” 

The Hope Centre in Ash 
Street, Northampton, opened 
its doors to 18 homeless men 
and women on Friday night 
as the cold set in. Volunteers 
at the centre offer homeless 
people food and a place to stay 
overnight when the tempera¬ 
tures drop below freezing. 

Manager Richard Appleby 
said: “It’s vital that people 
who have nowhere to stay, for 
whatever reason, have some¬ 
where to come in tempera¬ 
tures like these. We lose peo¬ 
ple on the streets every year 
and with weather like this it’s 
a great programme to help the 
homeless.” 

Several readers braved the 
cold to send in photos of ther¬ 
mometers in their gardens, 
with Elizabeth Dyke in Roade 
recording a reading of -12C, 
the coldest she has ever seen. 

Charities urged people to 
check on the welfare of eld¬ 
erly neighbours in the cold 
snap.

Mercury (teen Mercury&Citon 
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MR backs 
the fight 
against 
tickets 


A BUSINESSMAN who 
says he has success¬ 
fully appealed against 
20 parking tickets is¬ 
sued to him in the 
same street in just 18 
months has won the 
backing of his MR 

Chris Kellett who runs 
D&S Autos on the Mounts 
Business Centre in William 
Street, Northampton has 
said the number of tickets 
being handed to him and 
other business owners on 
the estate is seriously dam¬ 
aging trade in the area. 

He said: “The issue we’ve 
got is this an industrial es¬ 
tate, but the traffic wardens 
are treating it like it’s a resi¬ 
dential area. 

“I’ve appealed against 
about 20 tickets now and 
we’ve won them all. 

“But the real problem is 
the impact it’s having on 
business. I’ve had custom¬ 
ers pull up at the garage 
who have been warned 
they’re going to get tickets 
if they stay It’s all totally 
wrong. 

“And it’s wasting tax¬ 
payer’s money giving me 
all these tickets when they 
know I’m going to appeal 
against them and win.” 

Mr Kellett has won ap¬ 
peals against tickets issued 
in William Street because 
yellow lines on the road are 
not properly painted and 
there are no signs warning 
drivers about parking re¬ 


strictions. 

After writing to North¬ 
amptonshire County Coun¬ 
cil a number of times to 
raise concerns about the 
issue, the Conservative MP 
for Northampton South, 
Brian Binley, visited Wil¬ 
liam Street yesterday to see 
the problem for himself. 

He said: “There are clear¬ 
ly no problems with parking 
on this street. 

“And the county coun¬ 
cil has been told time and 
time again that the road 
markings and the signs are 
wrong, so I’m going to get in 
touch with them and try to 
put a stop to this situation. 

“It seems to me that the 
businesses in Wellington 
Street are being unfairly 
harassed and the authori¬ 
ties need to realise they’re 
actually paid by people who 
run businesses like the ones 
here. 

“They should be doing all 
they can to help them.” 

A spokesman for the au¬ 
thority admitted there were 
problems with parking 
signs in William Street, but 
insisted the problem was 
being looked at. 

She said: “We are aware 
that there is an issue with 
signs being defaced on this 
road and this is causing 
confusion. 

“We are looking into this 
issue and in the meantime, 
an appeals process is in 
place for anyone who is 
unhappy about receiving a 
ticket.”

Council being 'more 
proactive' on care 


THE recent rise in the 
number of young peo¬ 
ple in Northampton¬ 
shire being placed in 
care is due to the coun¬ 
ty council being more 
proactive in protecting 
children, the head of 
children's services said. 

National figures show that 
a record number of children 
were taken into care in Eng¬ 
land last month with local 
authorities making 903 appli¬ 
cations to protect youngsters 
from abuse or neglect. 

There are currently 766 
children in care in North¬ 
ampton, an increase of 200 in 
the past five years. 

Councillor Andrew Grant, 


cabinet member for children, 
learning and skills, said the 
county council had changed 
its policy since a serious 
case review found the local 
authority was giving parents 
too much of a chance to im¬ 
prove. 

Councillor Grant said: 
“Northamptonshire is in line 
with the average for the East 
Midlands and below the na¬ 
tional average for numbers of 
children in care based on per 
10,000 children comparison. 
However, our rate of increase 
is higher than the national 
average. 

“Historically our numbers 
of children in care have been 
relatively low. A major con¬ 
tributing factor to this was 


highlighted in a serious case 
review which found the bal¬ 
ance between giving parents 
a fair chance at improving 
and leaving children in a ne¬ 
glectful situation tipped too 
far in favour of the parents. 

“The serious case reviews 
that have been carried out in 
Northamptonshire have pro¬ 
vided valuable assessments 
of our working practices and 
highlighted where we and 
our partners can improve or 
change. 

Councillor Grant said that 
in recent years the county 
council had introduced new 
policies for frontline staff so 
they could make a better as¬ 
sessment of the impact of 
neglect as well as making 


improvements to assessment 
and information-sharing pro¬ 
cedures. 

Councillor Grant said: 
“This cumulative effect is 
that we have a better overall 
picture of a family’s situa¬ 
tion and we are more proac¬ 
tive about instigating child 
protection plans and care or¬ 
ders.” 

The Children and Family 
Court Advisory and Support 
Service, which measures the 
number of children being 
put in care, said each month 
since May 2010 it saw record 
monthly applications. 

The jump in care applica¬ 
tions has been seen since the 
trial over the death of Baby P 
in November 2008.

P UBLISHED in 2005, Jonathan 
Safran Foer's second novel 
Extremely Loud & Incredibly 
Close revisited the deadliest act of 
terrorism committed on American soil 
through the eyes of a nine-year-old 
boy. 

Soon after, British director 
Stephen Daldry began the slow proc¬ 
ess of bringing Foer’s haunting story 
to the multiplexes, aware of the 
sensitive touch required to adapt this 
powerful material. 

In the interim, he made The 
Reader with Kate Winslet, but all 
of the years of effort with this long 
cherished project appear to have 
been worthwhile. 


Extremely Loud & Incredibly 
Close is nominated as Best Picture at 
this month’s Oscars, and the film has 
attracted a deserved second nomina¬ 
tion for veteran Max von Sydow as 
Best Actor In A Supporting Role. 

The box office cache of co-stars 
Tom Hanks and Sandra Bullock 
should woo mainstream audiences 
to a gently paced film that conjures 
chilling memories of the Twin Tow¬ 
ers shrouded in smoke. 

Indeed, the film opens with the 
blurred image of a man falling 
through the air against the backdrop 
of a blue sky filled with the flutter of 
discarded paper. 

We quickly realise this could be 


one of the many people who jumped 
from the buildings that fateful Sep¬ 
tember morning. 

Oskar Schell (Thomas Horn) 
remembers the day well - “the worst 
day” - when he lost his beloved father 
Thomas (Tom Hanks), shattering 
the happy home of his mother Linda 
(Sandra Bullock). 

The boy suffers from Asperger’s- 
like symptoms and he carries a 
tambourine, which soothes him in 
times of stress. 

When his father was alive, they 
used to play a scavenger hunt game 
called Reconnaissance Expedition, 
which involved looking for clues 
throughout New York City. 


An old key found in a smashed 
vase sparks Oskar’s imagination and 
the youngster becomes convinced 
that Thomas had left him a clue from 
beyond the grave. 

A late-night encounter with the 
mute, elderly man (von Sydow) who 
rents a room in his grandmother’s 
apartment provides Oskar with an 
unlikely accomplice for the search. 

Their odyssey criss-crosses the 
boroughs including a memorable 
visit to despondent wife Abbey Black 
(Viola Davis), who tells the boy, 
“Finding the lock that key fits would 
be a miracle.” 

Extremely Loud & Incredibly 
Close is anchored by a mesmerising 


performance from newcomer Horn, 
who is the emotional heart of the 
piece. 

The scene in which he argues with 
his mother and snaps, “I wish it were 
you in the building instead of him,” 
is deeply upsetting. 

Hanks is glimpsed in flashback 
and Bullock impresses in her few 
scenes, but von Sydow dominates all 
of his scenes, conveying heartbreak¬ 
ing emotion through his eyes and 
gestures. 

The resolution to Oskar’s search 
feels contrived, almost preposterous, 
but the excellent casting and flashes 
of Daldry’s directorial brio counter¬ 
balance our incredulity

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FIRST LOOK: Mercedes-Benz CLS63 AMG 


On the CLS express 


REVIEW

T HE word ‘epic’ is probably overused these 
days, and most of the time the context in 
which it’s used lacks the gravitas that it 
deserves. 

Step into the world of the CLS63 AMG, 
though, and you remember what the word is 
there for. 

For a start, it’s just about five metres long 
and, fitted with AMG wheels and body styl¬ 
ing, it’s a beast. 

Yes the saloon boot is huge, and yes it’s a 
practical and safe Mercedes, but there are 
more than a few exterior touches - cue four 
exhausts through which the most breathtak¬ 
ing noise escapes - that really get the juices 
flowing. 

The AMG division has always prided itself 
on making its cars sound incredible. 

The 6.2-litre naturally aspirated V8 engine, 
one of the best-sounding engines ever made 
and still available in the C63 AMG and SLS 
AMG, has been replaced by a 5.5-litre twin- 
turbocharged unit. 

It’s technically for the sake of emissions 
and fuel economy both of which have been 
improved a lot by the switch, but the bottom 
line when you tick the option box marked 
AMG Performance Package’ is that power 
stands at 550bhp, along with an incredible 
800NM of torque - that’s 5901b.ft in old money 
As standard the figures are 518bhp and 5161b. 
ft. 

The noise is equally amazing. Inside the car 
the occupants, up to four people, hear a muted 
V8 rumble. 

But anyone outside it - especially behind it 
- is treated to a thunderously loud, effortlessly 
deep and gloriously exciting cacophony from 
the exhausts, punctuated by pops and crack¬ 
les when the driver lifts off the throttle. 

It’s less hard-edged than that of the 
older 6.2, but boy is it still a noise 
to be celebrated. 

The model I tested 


had been kitted out with an astonishing 
amount of options, some of which make 
more sense than others. 

The AMG Performance package is great, 
but expensive at around £6,500, while the 
paint alone, from the special ‘designo’ 
catalogue, costs £4,500. It’s lovely, but not that 
different from standard metallic to untrained 
eyes. 

In fact, this car, which costs more than 
£80,000 to begin with, had a total of £26,000 
worth of extras, taking the final asking price 
comfortably into six figures. 

It’s really got to justify those kinds of num¬ 
bers, so let’s start with performance. 

If you have a disused airfield handy, the 
performance is, well, epic. 

Even if the tarmac is dry, in temperatures 
around freezing the rear wheels will spin if 
you push the throttle hard. 

Keep it pinned and you’ll get violent and 
relentless acceleration, right up to a point 
at Autobahn-only speeds where your fear 
reflexes overtake your willpower, or you hit 
the 155mph speed limiter. 

Inside the cabin it’s good news for whoever 
wrote the cheque, because the build quality 
and standard of materials is outstanding; 
thoroughly worthy of an £80,000 car. 

Almost infinitely adjustable heated and 
cooled leather seats are an optional extra well 
worth going for. 

As far as luxurious places 
to sit go, the CLS63 with 
its leather-trimmed 
dashboard and 
suede-cov¬ 
ered 


pillars is up there with the finest. 

But amid all this desperately desirable 
luxury, it’s still a practical Mercedes. The 
COMAND multimedia system is among the 
easiest and most enjoyable to use, even if the 
menu tabs do look a little dated. 

The ride is generally good, given the size of 
the wheels. It doesn’t like sharp bumps, such 
as sunken manhole covers, but at high speed 
its not inconsiderable weight is controlled re¬ 
ally very well. Thankfully the brakes are also 
top performers. 

Leg room for rear passengers is as abun¬ 
dant as they could wish for this side of a long- 
wheelbase S-Class limousine. It’s a thorough¬ 
ly comfortable environment to relax in while 
the lucky driver enjoys him or herself. 

The boot will swallow four people’s luggage 
greedily whether it’s golf clubs or suit¬ 
cases. 

The thing is, with such a well-equipped 
car packed with options as this one is, any 
shortfalls are obvious. 

The standard stereo unit is good, but it 
somehow lacks the punch to match the visual 
and accelerative impacts the car makes. 
Better to upgrade to the Harman Kardon 
system, which with a few tweaks among the 
settings offers top-drawer sound quality 

Everything about the CLS63 AMG is epic. 
From the way its huge presence and (op¬ 


tional) real carbon-fibre body detailing grab 
attention to the noise it makes, the gadgets 
it boasts and the sense of absolute quality it 
purveys, there are few more satisfying cars 
to own. 

No car of this size has any right to be this 
much fun while also being classy prestigious 
and dignified. 

In summary, it’s like a meal at one of 
London’s celebrity chef-led restaurants. Very 
pricey with tear-jerkingly expensive add¬ 
ons, but after all is said and done and you’re 
digesting the experience, you could never say 
it was poor value.

Boothroyd delight 


AIDY BOOTHROYD be¬ 
lieves Tuesday night's 
long overdue Cobblers 
victory will provide 
a huge psychological 
boost for his players. 

Town ran out 1-0 winners 
over AFC Wimbledon in 
what was only their second 
win at Sixfields this season 
and their first clean sheet 
since September. 

Luke Guttridge scored 
the vital goal - the 50th 
of his career - on his 
home return to the club,

Northampton are still bot¬ 
tom of npower League Two 
but only on goal difference, 
and they have a game in 
hand on Plymouth Argyle.

“Psychologically it was 
very important to get a clean 
sheet. I feared we would get 
done on a counter-attack be¬ 
cause we were so desperate 
to get the win and I told the 
players not to get done on a 
sucker-punch. 

“We shot ourselves in 


the foot on another couple 
of occasions in the games 
against Swindon and South- 
end where we went looking 
to win. 

“We are now in a position 
where the momentum and 
the feel-good factor in the 
dressing room are both very 
high.” 

Clarke Carlisle enjoyed a 
superb debut at the heart of 
the Cobblers defence, and on 
his performance Boothroyd 
said: “Technically he can 
head the ball further than 
most people can kick it and 
he’s just an absolute mon¬ 
ster. 

“You need that at centre- 


back in this league and he 
gives us it.” 

The shine was taken off 
the win by a late injury to 
goalkeeper Chris Weale, 
who went down in a heap 
with what looked like a knee 
injury. 

Boothroyd will assess 
the situation with the on- 
loan Leicester City man as 
he faces up to potentially 
losing a second keeper to a 
long-term injury. 

“If he is badly injured 
then we need to have a look 
at what we’re going to do,” 
he said. 

“Freddy (Hall) and Neal 
Kitson have both done well 


so I’ve got a bit of a decision 
to make there. 

“We need to see where we 
are with Chris and maybe 
look elsewhere if he is go¬ 
ing to be missing for a pe¬ 
riod of time. 

“He will go back to 
Leicester so they can assess 
him and we’ll take it from 
there.” 

The Cobblers, whose 
game at Dagenham last Sat¬ 
urday was postponed, are 
without a game this week¬ 
end, as scheduled oppo¬ 
nents Crawley Town are in 
FA Cup fifth round action, 
taking on Premier League 
side Stoke City. 


Pisi: J We 
need to 
do more' 

GEORGE PISI admitted Saints did not 
do their jobs at Gloucester last week¬ 
end and will have to be more clini¬ 
cal in a ‘crucial’ game with Sale on 
Saturday. 

Pisi was man of the match for Saints, 
but was still on the end of a narrow 27- 
24 defeat at Kingsholm. 

The Samoan centre was part of an 
improved second half display, but 
mistakes and too many penalties cost 
Saints dear and Pisi says it simply 
wasn’t good enough. 

Another defeat to Sale on Saturday 
will see Saints tumble out of the top 
four, and Pisi knows that they have to 
clean up their game to stop that hap¬ 
pening. 

Pisi said: “The game against Sale is 
crucial for us. There is no better for us 
to play than them than back home with 
our home crowd behind us. 

“We need to get a good result. It 
was frustrating against Gloucester. 
We didn’t take our opportunities and 
made too many errors. We went down 
there to win and shut the crowd up and 
we didn’t do our job.” 

Pisi has been in fantastic form for 
Saints at outside centre and his touch 
down on Saturday was his third try in 
13 appearances since joining from Cl¬ 
ermont Auvergne. 

But he is calling on his Saints team¬ 
mates to up their game to get back to 
winning ways against a Sale team that 
beat them 29-21 at Edgeley Park in Sep¬ 
tember, when they were also missing 
their internationals. 

“We need to be more clinical in 
everything we do,” said Pisi. “We are 
a quality team and we are at our best 
when we use the ball. In the second 
half we kept the ball in our hands, 
made them tackle a lot and created a 
lot of opportunities, we just couldn’t 
finish them off. 

“We have to be clinical in everything 
we do, it will be a big boost being back 
home on Saturday and it is up to us to 
get a win.” 

Meanwhile, England have called up 
Northampton prop Paul Doran-Jones 
ahead of their clash against Wales 
next weekend. 

The 26-year-old is a temporary re¬ 
placement for Bath’s David Wilson, 
who has a jaw injury - sustained in the 
west country side’s win over the Ex¬ 
eter Chiefs on February 5. 

It means Saints have eight play¬ 
ers training with England, with Tom 
Wood injured. 

They were due to find out yesterday 
who will be sent back and available for 
Saturday’s clash with Sale. 

Five Saints players played a part in 
England’s second Six Nations win in a 
row last weekend, with Dylan Hartley, 
Phil Dowson, Chris Ashton and Ben 
Foden all starting the 19-15 win over 
Italy in Rome, while Lee Dickson came 
off the bench in the second half. 
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
